1 . The amendment and RCE filed on 12/03/2009 has been entered and fully 
considered. Claim 17 is pending and amended. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to amendment, the examiner modifies rejection over the prior art 
established in the previous Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hartsel et al. 
(Biochemistry) (Hartsel). 

In regard to Claim 17, Hartsel discloses a dissolution promoter, Amphotericin B, 
as an active ingredient, for removing p-amyloid (Ap) from fibril or aggregate (see page 
6229, left col. 1 st paragraph, right col. 4 th paragraph, page 6231, left col. last paragraph, 
Figure 5). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, Claim 17 is amended to delete "curcumin", (see page 3, 
lines 3-4), filed on 1 1/16/2009, with respect to the rejection(s) ofclaim(s) 17 under Ono 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been 
withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made 
in view of Hartsel under 35 U.S.C. 102(b).
